LEQISLATION AND IMMIGRATION 

In our yesterday's issuu wo endeavored lb 
Bhow that tlio immediate want of tho colony 
is good legislation. Wo are afraid that this 
ia oonbidored by various people in our miilsl 
a very fallacious Blatomont. Legislation 
with these good- nalurcd persons has really 
littlo to do with u country's prosperity. J5ad 
laws or good laws, only give us, say they 
plenty of pooplo — let us have an immigration 
and we shall all flourish. Well, they get im- 
migration, but thoy do nol bco that thoy 
might as woll expect a continued inpouring 
of water to till a bottomless pitcher as an in- 
flux of peoplo to romain in a badly governed 
colony. Tho leakage is too exlensive to re- 
tain even the sediment. There may be a rusli 
to our shores, rapid and extensive, hopciul 
and strong, but where overy sound political 
law is set at defiance, the time inevitably 
arrives when the exodus is equal in volume 
and intensity to the immigration, and whin 
tho strength and hopefulness give way to 
weakness and despair. Like the unrepentant 
man with tho devils the last stago is then 
worse than tho first ; for tho colony has not 
only lost with its population its former j/rcS' 
ligc, but it has tarnished its good name. Ac- 
tion may be equal to ro-action, but no scien- 
tific law has yet been discovered that will toll 
us, when peoplo aro drivon away in disgust 
from a country how long they will continue 
absentees. 

We say not this to discourage tho most 
fainthearted ; but rather to draw tho atten- 
tion of the population of both colonies to the 
fact, that the evils which wo aro sustaining 
and have sustained aro not catastrophes like 
the storm or the earthquako, ovei which man 
has no control, but evils brought into being 
and fashionod into shapo by tho selfishness 
nnd stupidity of tho Government of the 
country. Were it othorwiso — were our re- 
sources diminishing ; were our soil, our lim- 
ber, our fisheries, and our mineral wealth 
giving indications of immediate and perman- 
ent exhaustion, wo might well feel despondent 
and hopeless ; but the very opposite iB the 
case. At no time in the colony's history did 
the natural resources of the Island look more 
promising anil show greater vigor. Every- 
thing on tho side of nature calls on tho flying 
man to Btay— everything says here is a to- 
ward for industry— here is remuneration for 
those who will choose to work'. Hut it is 
the fair damsel chained by the remorseless 
tyrant. Tho prisoner may call upon nnd im- 
plore tho wayfarer to roscuo bor from her 
immurement, but the towering walls and tho 
irou bars mock his efforts. Nature in Vun 
couver Island is chained, and tho people who 
come to rescue bor uro met by tho waits and 
bars ol fourteenth century government- 

We are desirous of immigration, but we 
want to sec the house put in order bofoie I he 
tenant arrives. We want to see no leaky 
roofs, no dilapidated windows, no cracked 
walls. Before another year shall have elapsed 
tho united colonies will have an immigration 
.scheme tu carry out ; thoy will havo to lol- 
low in tho wake of other and more prosperous 
colonies and bring peoplo to tho country ; but 
these people must bo inducod to remain. We 
cannot allord to launch out money for tin; 
purpose of supplying our American neigh- 
bors with immigrants. If persons are brought 
hero at the expense of the country, the coun- 
try must havo the benefit of ttieir labor. In 
ordor to secure this, however, there must he 
a very different system of legislation, and 
possibly a very different system of govern- 
ment from that which we now possess. Ws 
must nave laws that will retain an unassisted 
immigration before we spend money in as- 
sisting those who uru less able to cope with 
now country difficulties. This is tho great 
and all important necessity — everything stall 
is subsidiary. Lot us once have popular 
Government — or, in other words, a Gov- 
ernment that carries out tho ,: woII un- 
derstood wishes of the people," and the 
future of those l'acifio colonies need be 
dreaded by none. Wo need nol bo at .ill 
afraid that onr valleys will be long tenant less 
or our towns an indefinite period building up. 
The intelligonco of both colonies in a united 
Legislature will soon find moans to draw 
population to tho country and plant it fnrnly 
on the soil. At present in their separate ex- 
istence noithcr British Columbia nor Van- 
couver laland can hope for success in nny im- 
migration project. Union, however, will alter 
this stuto of helplessness, and those schemes 
of immigration which are laid down by .Mr. 
Wakefield and Other political economists (and 
which we will discuss in a future issue) as 
being peculiarly adapted to very young colo- 
nies can then bo carried out. Nothing in 
really wanting, but the energy anil determi- 
nation of our people to socuru popular gov- 
ernment. That obtained, and wo shnll hoar 
of littlo complaint ; the population which 
wo have will remain, and overy month will 
add ita quota of immigrants to the general 
stock. -
